Build Portable Steel Dam 


For Use of Panama Canal 
PITTSBURGH.—A portable steel 
dam, largest of its kind ever built, 
is being rushed to completion here 
so that it may implement defense 
machinery at the Panama canal. 

The floating caisson, being built 
by the Dravo corporation, at its 
Neville Island works here, is re- 
signed to be rushed to any place in 
the canal and act as an auxiliary 
dam should the regular locks be 
damaged—through sabotage or ac- 
cident. 

The dam was ordered by the navy 
department, under the national de- 
fense program, at a cost of about 
$500,000. 

It is similar to a portable dam 
constructed in i914 when the canal 
was completed and which has been 
employed frequently during repairs 
to other locks. 

The new portable dam, it is un- 
derstood, will be stationed at Gatun 
lake.

Burglar Aided by Rising 


Sun in Trial in Court 
SACRAMENTO, CALIF.—Thanks 
to the early rising summer sun, 
Hayward Talbert, 32-year-old itin- 
erant farm worker, received only a 
one to 15-year sentence in San Quen- 
tin prison instead of the possible 
five years to life on his conviction 
of burglary. 

Talbert pleaded guilty to robbing 
a hotel room while the occupant, 
Frank Brown, was asleep. The fact 
that Brown did not discover his be- 
longings missing until he awoke at 
5:30 a. m. made it impossible for 
the prosecution to prove that the 
burglary occurred at night, which 
would have made it a first-degree 
offense. 

Weather bureau records showed 
that the sun rose officially at 5:05 
a.m. and since there was no evi- 
dence to show the possibility that 
Talbert had entered the room be- 
tween that time and the time Brown 
awoke, the convicted man was ac- 
corded the benefit of the doubt and 
he received the lighter sentence.

Evelyn Richter, Denver laboratory 
technologist, is just around the cor- 
ner.

metals in the earth.

New Vaccine Is Believed 


Preventive of Pneumonia 

WASHINGTON.—Maj. Gen. James 
C. Magee, surgeon general of the 
army, reported that experiments on 
115,000 CCC enrollees indicated that 
a recently developed vaccine ‘‘has 
definite value as a preventive of 
pneumonia.” 

The vaccine is not to be confused 
with the successful pneumonia 
serums which are administered 
after the illness has set in; vaccines 
are designed to prevent a person 
from contracting a disease in the 
first place. 

If subsequent experiments bear 
! out the CCC tests this vaccine would 
be the first effective preventive of 
pneumonia ever developed, it was 
pointed out.
